Further Demarche on the "Taiwan Liberation" 
Song Issue 



Mr. Habib (reading from a prepared statement): In view of Ambassador Han's 
request on March 23, we have once again carefully reviewed our earlier 
position regarding the song, "People of Taiwan, Our Own Brothers" con- 
tained in the supplementary program supplied by the Chinese: side to the 
National Committee on U.S.- China Relations. The synopsis of the song 
includes the statement, "We are determined to liberate Taiwan, and let 
the light of the sun shine on the island." 

We would like to make sure you understand our position. In your state- 
ment on March 23, you referred to the song entitled, "People of Taiwan, 
Our Brothers." We would have no objection to the inclusion of a song 
which merely expressed feelings of brotherhood for the people of 
Taiwan. 
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We cannot, however, agree to the inclusion in the program ard 
repertoire of a song with such high political content as a refc-ence 
to the liberation of 7aiv.„n. 

We have been instructed to re-emphasis that there is no cha , ge in our 
adherence to the policies outlined (read as "contained" in the second 
reading . as noted below) in the Shanghai Communique .
